The resolutions arc rather harmless in apjcr.r- 
anci', but they arc nor by any means liarrult-v 
In reality. They look as innocent as a heap 
of meal; but there is a frightful eat at the bot- 
tom of them In truth, the movement that 
has culminated in the preclamntion of these 
resolutions reminds as vividly in all its salient 
jivinta of the Babes to which we have just al- 
luded. 

According to JE«np, as oar rcaJ-rs dajnt 
or otherwise will nni.tnhcr, a eat, that had 
pluyed himself out in his own proper charac- 
ter, resorted, first, to the trick t,f hanging him 
aelf on the wall as if dead, nnd dropping down 
amongst the introspecting mice when they 
came forth to rxu.lt in his supposed fate, by 
which incur.-, he succeeded in catching some ol 
the hindmost of them, and, secondly, to the 
kindred nick of squatting in a meal tub and 
covc.ing himself with the contents, intending 
to spring upon the mice as they came to nibble 
at is deceitful robe, by which mears he suc- 
ceeded iu catching none, and thcrcup n retired 
Iro n history. Thus is the fable. 

The secession leaders, a fortnight or less ago, 
sent forth a secret circular, in which they 
avowed the purpose of secession in these dis- 
tinct and unmistakable terms:

limiicdiattly after 'he fonii .tion of such Clubs, 
please apprise u- of the names of cfficeis, numbtr 
lu the l.'luhe, and prospect of incres-ing it. 

Here the cat appeared in his own proper 
chara-ter. He, however, was prc-cntly dis- 
covered, recognized, and published. His ca- 
reer in this part was short and not in the least 
destructive. He was at once played out. 

A P»w days afterwards, the secession leaders 

put forth a public call for a Convention at

council at the State Capital. 

Here the cat was hanging by his heeK 
f. igning death. The mice came forth in pret- 
ty large numbers to survey the carcass of their 
art h -enemy, when, dropping down suddenly 
from the wall, he succeeded in catching some 
of the hindmost. His career in this part was 
also short and not exceedingly destructive. 
He was played out again. 

Tho stces-ion leaders next met in Conver. 
tion at Frankfort, and disguised their disunion 
movement in the robe of Unionism, as exhib- 
ited in the resolutions published elsewhere. 

Here the cat is squatting in the meal-tub. 
covered with its contents. What is going to 
happen now? Not having the gift of absolute 
prescience, we can't say certainly; but we know 
what happened at this stage iu the fable. La 
Fontaine shall tell it:

Tactics of the I'utoiriTATORS. — Under 
this head the Lynchburg Virginian has some 
pertinent remarks which are adapted equally 
to the meridian of Kentucky. "The restless, 
enterprising men," says the Virginian, "who 
are not content with the pace at which the 
Convention drags its slow length, are getting 
up meetings in some quarters, and making a 
great deal of noise generally. They want our 
delegates to fee] them-elves instructed to vote 
for an ordinance of secession forthwith. We 
have been credibly informed that at a recmt 
meeting in a neighboring county where seces- 
sion resolutions were adopted, which resolu- 
tions were gravely presented in the Conven- 
tion, there were on\y Jifteen persons, all told, 
who pa ticipated in the meeting! 

The delegates should feel themselves in- 
structed by the vote which the people of Vir- 
ginia gave them at the polls, and not by melt- 
ings gotten up by a few interested parties, in 
which the great body of the people take no in- 
terest. In this city, prcvio is to the ejection, 
judging by the noise of the shouting precipi- 
tators, one would have supposed that they com- 
prised three-fourths of our population, and a 
letter-writier to a sensation paper at the 
State metropolis affirmed that the secessionists 
were largely predominant here; but, unfortr- 
natcly for his prediction, when the votes were 
regularly recorded, the precipitators were beaten 
about three to one! Everybody knows that those 
public meetings do not furnish a true in- 
dex of popular sentiment, for, as a general 
thiug, the frothy and turbulent control them, 
whilst thoughtful quiet men keep their own 
counsels, and give expression to their op nions 
only at the ballot-box. If we were a dele- 
gate in the Convention, wc sh ould look very 
closely to the character and anlcculrntt of the 
gentlemen who get up and conduct these meet 
ings, and, in the lack of conclusive cvi 
dence that they expressed the popular senti 
inent, would pay little attention to them." So 
would we. So would sincere and prudent turn 
in general. And so do undoubtedly tho earn 
est Union members of the bodies practised 
upon. L t all sui h men bo constantly upon 
their guard against the wiles of sccessioni.-m 
AVhere there is little real strennth, the tempta- 
tion to cunning is great, and is seldom resisted 
And there is certainly lime real strength in se 
cessionism. Let the bending heresy be closely 
■watched. - 

The olfi ial report of the proceedings of 
the secession Convention at Frankfort cuds as 
follows : 

Mr. Phil. Thompson followed in a brief and ap- 
propriate address. He said his friend Col. Dun 
can had proposed to transfer, in fee simple, the 
Bell-Everett party to the Southern- Rights parti 
he propped to amend the proposition bv adding 
that all of said party refusin ■ to ac -ept the provi- 
sions of the deed within six'v day* from date, 
shall he surrendered to the Black Republicans, 
which amendment Col. Duncan accepted. 

And then the Convention adjourned sine die. 

A fitting tail for such a body ! Meanwhile, 
the "Bell-Everett party" will please note the 
"deed'' and the penalty attached thereto. Of 
course not one mother's son of them will think 
for a moment of braving the penalty ! Are 
they not one and all "tubmissionists".' 

gy The Frankfort correspondent of the 
Courier is not in a sweet temper with the "sub- 
inissionists" of the Lcgi-lature. "If Lincoln 
d.-manded it," the correspondent says, "they 
would vote him men and money to enable him 
to trample on the Constitution and their own 
ri;hts nnder it; but not a dollar will they giro 
to defend the honor of their State."' Tnis ap- 
pears to us to smack a little of petulance: but 
we may bo wrong, l'ossibly it is only tho 
effect of the high spirits into which we are told 
the Convention at Frankfort has thrown the 
whole disunion fraternitv.

The act to establish a conventional rate of in- 
terest, reported by Senator Pennybaker from the 
Committe on Kevi j ed Statutes, provides that the 
parties to any bond, bill, promissory note or other 
instrument of writing for the payment of, or for- 
bearance of money, may stipulate therein for in- 
terest receivable up >n the amount of such instru- 
ment, at any rate not exceeding ten per cent, an- 
nually, provided that no incorporated barking in- 
stitution of the State shall be entitled to receive 
more than the specified rate of interest in its 
charter, or, if no rate lie specified, nv.re than six 
per cent yearly upon any loan or discount what- 
ever; that upon all judgments or decrease render 
ed upon any bond, bill, promissory note, or other 
instrument as aforesaid, interest shall be cmpu 
ted until payment at the rate specified in such 
instrument, not exceeding tuu |ier cent., or in 
case no rale of interest is specified, at six percent, 
yearly. 

Tho Senate's special order to-day wis a bill re 
pealing the act to appropriate money to the 
Western and F.astern Lunatic Asylum, approved 
February Uth last. Senator Pennybaker stated 
that since the appropriation had been made the 
architects, upon whose estimates the appropria- 
te n had been made, had been discharged, an an- 
other engaged, lieing the sameunder whose direc 
I ions the appropriations were exceeded so greatly 
when the Hopkinsville Asylum was first erected. 
Messrs. Stancliffa and Vogdan desire the legisla- 
ture to understand that they cannot pledge them- 
selves that - the new architect will complete the 
-luilding at tho estimates which they made. Sen- 
ator Wbittaker moved to amend so as to repeal 
the act so far only as it applies to the Western 
Asylum, leaving undisturbed the appropriation of 
$21,000 for the Fjistern to render it fireproof. M; 
W. look grounds against the eligibility of Hop 
kinsville as a location, and bethought it better to 
jrfve away the ij'20,000 appropriated, and bury th. 

ile of ruins, than to place an Asylum there 
Senator Cissell, on the other band, thought th. 
location the very best that could be selec.ed in 
the whole southern part of the State, and said 
that the parsimony of the legislature in refusing 
to render the building fireproof, was tho cause of 
its destruction. He argued at length against 
changing the hcation, although he did not dis- 
parage the proposed location at Bowling Green 
or Kusselville, had either been proposed as an 
original location, but he wished to vindicate Hop- 
kinsville from imputations against it, and to vote 
for the best interests of the State. There was an 
extended debate on this important subject, after 
which it was referred to a select Committee, 
Messrs. F'isk, Wbittaker and Rust, with instruc- 
tions to report to morrow. 

The Conventional Interest bill came up, and its 
principles were defended by Senator Pennybaker. 
as he believed it the best relief measure that 
could be proposed. We have had stringent usury 
laws and a legal rato of interest at C per cent , 
which have expelled much money from Ken 
ucky, while we know that exorbitant rates of 
interest are charged when the necessities of busi- 
ness demand money. A rate of 10 per cent., w hen 
-creed u[on, would attr. ct capital and cause in 
vestments among us. While brokers deplete the 
coin of the banks, we are unable to get legislation 
o prevent it. The wants of the people demand 
money In in abroad; there is none in the country, 
.ml rich men are virtually impoverished. The 
Conventional Interest bill would unltek thou 
sands of dollars and bring it among us, for they 
have gone into neighboring States, and even into 
'he Territories, for inveitment, where better in- 
erest can be obtained. Bank stocks in Kontucki 
are eagerly sought, because they bring 5 per 
cent, semi-annually. Capital will go where it ob- 
tains the best interest, ai.d capitalists of reqecta- 
hility will not evade the 1 iws in the modes so well 
known by taking interest which is usurious. Six 
uer cent, won t attract capital, but 10 per cent, 
will. Senator Johnson said he had voted for such 
a bill last se.'sion: it was right in principle, but 
now would he wrong in practice. The increase of 
interest will not remedy the difficulties of the 
country; there is a want of confidence, and it 
can't b, restored by this bill. The credit of 
barks must I* substituted for those who have no 
credit. Relieve the banking capital and all kinds 
of laiair will feel the gMd effects. The bank 
-to, [. taken so eagerly some time ago is much 
depreciated, and. but for their contingent funds, 
would be below par. Mr. J. thought tho re-issi e 
of four millions, as proposed by the bill of l-s; 
seeeion, was the orlv measure of relief, and that 
'ltd been veteed l-y the Governor. He should 
not dispute the wisd 'm i f that veto; perhaps hi- 
Kxccllency has more wisdom than the Legisla- 
ture. 

Senator Fisk suggested the period of indebted- 
ness — a period that, under this bill, should not be 
f ir a less time than twelve months, hut Senator 
Johnson could not see how that would make 
things better, while all kinds of preperly are so 
depreciated and unsettled. Various suggestions 
have been made, but they all tend to encumber 
the real estate of the country aial benefit the 
banks, entailing increased difficulties upon the 
people. This question of money ou^ht not new 
to be further touched — be was as much in favor 
of a rate of c >nventional interest as any man un- 
der ordinary circumstances, but in the present 
state of affairs he was opposed to it. Senators 
Andrews, Fisk, and Marshall, also speke. The 
amendment of Senator Fisk was negatived; the 
hill put upon its passage, aud defeated — 21 to 11. 
The bill to amend the Militia Law was report- 
1 and made the order for Monday, at 10 o'clock. 
My friend Col. and Senator Peunehaker is so zeal- 
ous in support of this measure, that I presume 
that he expects to be a Maj or-Geueral i:t the Ken- 
tucky line, when wo are called upon to repel the 
invasion of the Jefferson villers or invade the 
classic retreats of New Albany. Although he is 
so sanguine of the passage of the bill, it will be 
defeated. Its provisions are unnecessarily compli- 
cated, and there are so many grave doubts of its 
constitutionality, corcientiously entertained by 
members, that it will share the same fate that the 
bill making appropriations to carry it out, did in 
the House this morning. 

In the House the Governor cent in a veto of 
the hill to amend the Charter of the Bai.k of 
Louis-, ill.-, by allowing it to establish a branch at 
Luiontown, ami to permit all the banks of issue 
to circulate bills of a less denomination than five 
dullars. The consideration of tho veto was post- 
poned until to-morrow at the request of Mr. Mc- 
F;iroy, who has just reached here, and being from 
L'uion county, is much interested in the bill. Its 
friends >eem confident that they can pass it over 
tho objections of the Governor, though I do not 
know v. hat they are. We shall see, or to ase the 
classic phrase of old Mr. Ritchie, "uuvi rer- 
rems. "

The act ; 0 suspend the April term of the Bullitt 
Circuit Court was defeated by a tie vote, and a 
nur ion made to reconsider the Tote by which a 
bill of a similar character for Logan county was 
p issed on yesterday. This action is preliminary 
to the r.-port of a general law on the subject 
Mr. Ewtfg made a strong appeal to let the Logan 
bill stand as there was great distress in the coun- 
ty and it was the unanimous wish of its citizens 
Mr. Snecd, after bearing the explanation of Mr 
F.wing, withdrew his motion to ree-onsider the 
Logan county bill and moved to reconsider the 
Bullitt county bill just defeated, which was 
agreed to; it was then amondel by adding the 
Carrol Circuit Court nnd pissed. 

Mr. Goodloe moved to suspend the rules to in 
troduce a resolution authorizing the Governor to 
appoint three Commissioners t a visit Hopkinsville 
and other place, suggested for an Insane Asylum 
and to repeirt at the noxt meeting of the Leu'i-!a- 
turc. Mr. G. by unanimous consent explained 
and enforced the necessity, economy, and human- 
ity of this action. He oi. k no part in the contro- 
versy concerning sites, but he wanted all the re- 
quisite information, to enable the next Leg.sla- 
ure to act unders'andingly and for tho best in- 
terests of the State and of those who are objects 
of its most laudable charity. Mr. Cleary, who is 
chairman of the Committee who have charge of 
the subject, agreed with Mr. Goodloe, and there 
was considerable talk upon it, but Mr. Goodloe 
moved an adjou-nment before the House could 
disp se of the matter. 

This morning's Commonwealth contains the 
assertion that the name of Col. Hodge was used 
in the Disunion Convention without his knowl- 
edge or consent. There must be some mistake in 
this, as the gentleman from Campbell not only 
participated in the preliminary procceelings but 
made a speech Issfore the delegates. lie may not 
assent to the ultimate proceedings of the Conven- 
tion but he most assuredly participated in its ini 
tiatory movements. But the name of Anderson 
Gray, Vst\ , formerly a Democratic Represents- 
tive trom Grayson county, and now Doorkeeper 
to the House of Representatives, was used with 
out his consent, and he publishes the following 
card this morning, addressed to the editor of the 
Commonwealth: 

Dkak Sin: I see in the Yeoman, in the pro 
ceedin^s of the Convention which met in Frank 
fort on the 2oth instant, that my name appears as 
a member of the commit tee on State organizatiem. 
You will oblige me by stating that my name is 
so published without anv authority from me. I 
was not a member of that Convention, and am 
not a member of the party which held the Co 
vention. I am a Union man, and in favor of 
maintaining our rights in the Union. 
Respectiully, ANDERSON GRAY 

I expect to sec many cards of a similar tenor, 
for the names of gentlemen who were not here in 
F'rankfort were used with great freedom in form 
ing the State Committee on Organization; at 
least so I am credibly informed by those who 
ought certainly to know the sentiments of their 
absent friends, 

The Hon. James Guthrie, at the particular so- 
licitation of tho friends of the 1'nion, spoke in the 
Hall of Ihe House of Representatives last ni^br, 
giving an account of the action of the Peace Con- 
ference. He of course pursued the same genera 
lino of narration and argument that he used in 
his admirable address last Saturday ni^ht tei the 
people of Louisville, but there were seime point 
in his sec >nd effart to which I would direc' at 
tention. He showed that Virginia had made the 
Crittenden resolutions the basis of the actio 
which she propo'ed, and that the Legislature of 
Kentucky had declared that in its opinion they 
would be satisfactory to our State. When the 
Conference met, those resolutions were tsken u 
and fully dbcussed withall other propositions sul 
mitteel; it was found that they did not exact! 
meet the views of a majority of the Conference 
and therefore Mr. Guthrie prepareel what he 
thought might probably re- oreile the contrariety 
of views and receive the approval of the dele- 
gates. This action was submitted to the Com- 
mittee of one from each State before it was of- 
fereel in Confeienc '. It differed aoiiicwhaf from 
the Crittenden resolutions; for having learnetl 
'that there would be less dilli^ulty in carrying it 
through the free States, if the language of the 
old Constitution was preserved in preference to 
that adopted by Mr. Crittenden, Mr. Guthries 
draft of resolutions used the very text of the 
Constitution of 1787, where it refers to the sub 
jects of slavery and slaves. Mr. Guthrie shoaved 
that the great disturbing question before the Cem- 
ference was the Territorial one, as it had 
been the disturbing element for manv years past 
The Republicans claimed the right through the 
legislation of Congress to apply all the territory 
to free labor, while we contended that whatever 
had been acquired by the common blood and 
treasure could not be appropriated without ren 
dering exact justice to all p irts, and thus give 
the free and the >lave S'ates eipi il rights to go 
into the terri'ories with their n v opertv and have 
it protecteel. Thisco llict hatl disturbed theeoun 
try and had to lie settled, upon some permanent 
basis to restore tranquility. In Mr. Guthrie's 
original draft of an article to amend the Consti- 
tution, when he referreel to the territory of the 
I'nited States he intended it to apply to all terri- 
tory now possessed, or that might hereafter lie 
acquired, believing that a Constitution should 
speak for all time, and that the question should 
be settled now and forever, and therefore bo pro 
posed that the antagonistical interests should lie 
divided and compromised on the line of 30 deg. 
till min., to prevent all future agitation and crush 
out sectional parties. But in the conference, Mr. 
G. found that he could obtain the line for the 
territory which we now had, but not for such as 
might be hereafter acquired, for the majority were 
unwilling to use language which looked to the 
mode of dividing at a future day, the property of 
our neighbors with whom wo were at peace; fi 
naily an amendment was carried against the po- 
sition of Mr. Guthrie confining the line of 86 den 
30 min. to such territory as we now hi Id. This 
brought him and those who acted with him to 
the consideration, whether a settlement of all the 
great questions in controversy and the adherence 
of Kentucky and the Border States to the L'nion, 
should depend on the settlement of the right to 
dispose of territory which we did not possess and 
which wo might never acquire. It was deter- 
mined not to take the responsibility to prevent a 
settlement on this acceiunt, for if we could obtain 
a settlement of the territory we now possesses) 
and obtain such additional guarantees as were ne- 
cessary to give peace and security to the Border 
States, the acts might lie concurred in to that ex- 
tent and let the people of Kentucky settle the 
question for themselves whether they would re- 
ject what was conceded because they could not get 
all that was asked. 

M_\ letter has grown to too great a length al- 
ready, but I will hereafter revert to oth-ar state 
ments by Mr. G.; at present merely saving that 
be is for Border State action; and not sectional 
action confined to the Southern States, but ex- 
tended to all which can be classed as Border 
States, including Tennessee, North Carolina, and 
Delaware.

These causes eif disturbance he then proceeded 
to examine. The slave States, said be, have re- 
ceived grievous wrongs from the free States, 
but thev are not of recent date, most of them run 
back as far as th« Missouri Compromise of 1820. 
Manv of us remember the difficulties of that dav, 
and with what dread the principles and proposi- 
tions urged by the free States were viewed by the 
patriots anil statesmen of those times, and by none 
more than by our own illustrious Clay, by whose 
eloquence and inlluence the compromise, though 
not originating wilh him, em the line of 30 80 « is 
effected. That compromise brought peace to the 
country, but its necessity and its aeloption -howed 
that the free State- were determined to encroach 
upon the rights of the Southern States. Atths 
time and since, the free States have again and 
again interfered and very improperly, andbsee 
sinned against the rights of the slave States. But 
havonot theslavestates sinned al«o? Havethey 
not also been instrumental in brii 
these dissensions? Tho separation of the sci 
Churches into Northern and Southern faction < 
has been the result of Southern action as well a i 
Sort hern. But slavery has been attacked by 
tho Northern pulpit. * It has been assaulted in 
the schools and by the school-books of the North. 
These are wrongs of which we have a right to 
complain. Hut can such wrongs be reached by 
anv legislation of Congress or by our State Legis- 
ture? Do thev admit of redress bv secession or 
revolution? Task all if secession, drawing a line 
-the Ohio river being that line — making the 
people on Imth sides alien to each other, would 
not aggravate the evil?

Paris. — We arc indebted to the Paris Citizen 
for the synopsis of this speech, which we give, 
below: 

Hon. (i. Davis addressed a large aueiience at Odd 
K, Hows' Hull on I iday evening last. A more forci- 
ble and conclusive speech on the topics di-ciissed 
bv him we h=:ve not hend from any public speaX:. 
r. He spoke to the working-men. and these he 
le cribed as being th,»se who habitually exert 
themselves in an honest calling, whether mer- 
chant, lawyer, or mechanic or physician. He 
had two special objects in addressing them. They 
had a irreater interest in society than the idler, 
tho politician, and the demagogue, and he desired 
to state tacts and to express hi-, views to ihem, hi 
the utterance of thoughts al d principled in refer 
ence to the present unhappy condition of the 
country, State and National, and to draw such 
conclusions as would indicite the course Kentucky 
ought In pursue in the impending cii is. 

In old-n time the ch"-en people of II el, the Is- 
raelites, had vouchsafed to tbem innumerable 
blessings, by a government under the superin 
tendarce of Providence itself, but Palestine never 
had so fortunate a lot as the people rif the United 
States, whiise government is worthy to !>e |*sr- 
petuated to the latest posterity. 1 ill a few 
months ago they had the best government known 
to history. Occupying an area nearly eoual to 
that of all Europe, blessed with a more genial cli- 
mate, a more fertile soil, and more mineral wealth, 
tbev enjoyed the happiest and freest institutions 
•■ver devised by the exp»rience, virtue and wis- 
dom of man, and no people em GikI's ear'h ever 
enjoyed greater prosperity than they, but the 
prospect has changed — all is now destruction ; the 
Union of the Stales i< thn atene-d if not acually 
disrupted, gloooi overspreads the nation 1 1 ads, 
lowering cloud , charged with thunder and tem- 
pest, hangover the whole face of nature and 
threaten destruction — whe nce this sudden change? 
And from what causes ? what great lecal, State, 
er n itional evil opp.e-sed the coun'ry to produce 
such a change ? who was deprived of his rights ? 
who was ground down by oppression ? My c. uu- 
trymen. said Mr Davis, we are at this time a 
spectacle that challenges the ami ."-mem of every 
enlightened man out-i'le of the I'nited States 
The freest government on earth, one that «as de 
vised by the wi-es' and must virtuous men, and 
in the lull development of a glory and grandeur 
which tho most fertile imagination could not 
trrasp every citizen prosperous and blesses! with 
the mildest,' happiest, and most benignant institu- 
tions ever known, and yet a large portion of the 
people arising — suddenly arising to its overthrow. 

Before these convulsions commenced there 
were and at this time there are but live causes 
that produced th»m, and outside of these no other 
wrong can be enumerattxl. Mr. Davis stated these 
causes to be —

ago, and there has been no legislation on the sub- 
ject since llucb.aran was elected. Is there any 
new cause on account erf personal lilierty bills why 
Kentucky should secede and disrupt ihe Union? 
The object of the fugitive slave law is to assist 
the owner of the slave in having him brought 
back to him. and bv this law all tho power of the 
United Slates is pledged to <lo it. And whenever 
fugitive slave has been found and placed within 
reach of the Uniled States ofliccrs the law hits 
been executed at every expense and hizard. It 
__done by Fillmore s Administration in U ston, 
be mistress of Ab ditionism and Black Bepubli- 
canism. The mob, aided by the city authorities, 
rose in continued resistance. Fillmore called upon 
he I'nited States forces and marched them under 
he stars and strioes into Boston and executes! the 
law, and would have done so had he been obliged 
to lay the citv in ashes. Could this have been 
e, if, through secession, the Ohio river h.'d boon 
mole- the Canada line? This feeling however, on 
he part of the people of the free States is under- 
going a great change. I he ap|ieals made to their I 
sense of justice and right by the border slave 
States are producing ample means of redress. 
Some of the free States have already repealed 
.heir personal libertv bills; tb-sir courts have de- 
clared them to lie unconstitutional, and reason II 
again returning to the great masses of the peophf- 
To this there H no exception but with the AooH- 
tionists proper and a few ext renin Black Republi- 
can*. The people of the free States are willing 
amend the fugitive slave law, and in case 
of a rescue of the fugitive slave, to give the 
owner full redress in money for the value of 
the slave rescued. Now which is best, secession 
with all its untried and i-pp-ehended evil--, or a 
repeal of the personal liticrty laws, and an 
amendment of the fugitive slave law so as to 
ecute to the master either his slave when appre- 
hended or a fair cash compensation if re-cued? 
As to slavery in the District of Columbia, in the 
forts and dock vards of the South, and as to the 
inter State slave trad-, the mass of the members 
of Congress nnd others have given assurance that 
the Constitution can be so amended as that there 
ball be no repeal of slavery in the District of 
Columbia, without the consent of Vi-ginia and 
Maryland, and then not without the consent of 
the owners of slaves in the District, and as that 
.t shall be fully tolerated in all Southern forts and 
dock-vards and that the inter state slave tr>iL» 
shall "not lie prohibited. It is a mistake that the 
slave trade has been prohibited in the District of 
Columbia; anv man may buy and sell slaves 
there. By the compromise of IBiO, which was 
another of" those great compromises brought about 
by our illustrious Clav in a lime of peril, the slave 
pens and slave jails" of the District were sup- 
pressed, and that is all. Sow I ask if this ad- 
justment of slavery, so far as the District of 
Columbia, the fort-, dock-yards, ic , are con- 
cerned, is not far better than secession and its 
bitter frui's, civil war and uiiivcr-al desolation? 
Theseacta of aggression have been threatened by 
a portion only of the Black Republican parly, 
and not bv the masses of that party, for our 
Northern brethren have signilied unmi.tska ly 
that Csinitress shall have no powi r to interfere 
with slavery, until the slave States themselves, 
by their own authority, shall express their wishes 
oil the subject. Is not this as much as reason can 
requir.-? Is it not greatly preferable to secession 
and disruption of tho Union? 

Some obi ct however that the slave States can 
increase no more, and tb.t«ho free States, gain- 
ing in numt-crs and in strength, will ultimately 
carry out Ihe projects of the extremists e>f the 
Blae'k It: publican party. In reply to this, wh it 
do tne members of llie present Congress say? 
Sherman's resolution, passed by Bl.-ck Republi- 
can voles, which says that there shall be no in- 
terference with slavery where it exists, spei.ks 
empha-icallv "n thi subject, but not more th n 
does the lesoluti n of Cor* in, of Ohio, reported 
by him as chairman of the Commi.iee of 1 hirty- 
tiiree iu the House of Representatives and pi-sed 
through both Houses by a two-third majority of 
each, uotwi ha landing the Senators Irom the 
seceding Stales had abandoned their p is's. Tl is 
resolution provides that the Cemsiitution hi 
amendeel so that tuoreshall not at any time hereaf- 
ter be any amend i ent to the Constitution to in- 
terfere with slavery where ihe same exists in the 
States. It is true' that in the House -ixty-live 
Black Republicans voted against Corwin's reso- 
lution, but they did so avowing that us the Con- 
stitution was "sullicien.ly clear on the subject, 
there was no necessity for any further provision 
to mako it plainer. But it i i" an important and 
necessary provision, localise di-unionLsls and 
demagogues, have heid up the idea that Aboli- 
tionists intended, as the free States gained num- 
bers and consequent power, to ah Nil h slavery 
every where, and would do it. This amci dim nt 
to the Constitution, if it does no other goul, will 
deprive tbem of their thunder. 

ihe- formation of a sec'ional party on the 
slavery question was a great wrong. But wh n 
was this party first created? Did not the nomi- 
nation of Fremont crea-e that party? If it ia lo- 
ilav a good cause for soc.is.sion why was it i:ot 
then? If it is wrong now why was it not 
then? For rive years the country Slept under the 
existence of Bach a party as a fact, and haveon!y 
just now aroused itself to it, as a great danger. 
All other causes of complaint have an older elate 
than Ihe campaign between Fremont and Bu- 
chanan, and b- re upon the community wilh equal 
force before that rsce as since; but there is this 
difference lietween then and now — then Buchanan 
and the Democracy defeat,- ! Fremont and Black 
Republicanism and kept the patronage of the 
government — now. Lincoln and Black Republi- 
canism have defeated the DcmeoraOT and (hoy 
have obtained that patronage. Forall this, how- 
ever, who is responsible ? No frank man will say 
that Dmiglas would not hivo been elected if the 
Charle ton Convention had nominated him. IL.t 
hewasaialis a devote ! tTnkM man. and th.t 
Convention preferred a tplit aud a disruption of 
the Democratic partv to bis nomination and c m 
lequent clectior, and ever, as it was, when theie 
was no hope of ihe election of any one of bis op 
ponents except Lincoln, why was it, in t he Stat s 
of Illinois and Indiana, where l e had thegio t 
mass-.-sof theopposiii, n in his f.vor, anoiherca 
ditlate was nominated with no hope to accompli h 
anything except to divide the vote of the ON si 
tion and thus secure the election of Lincoln? Is 
it not trilling fur a party that thus ran a candi 
elate and by so d< itig divided Ihe op; osition vole 
and so became instrumenlal in the election of 
Lincoln, to make the election of Lincoln a cause 
for the dissolu ion of the Unio; ? 

1 come neiw lo.this point: b'very cause that 
arises from the slavery question that affords any 
pretext for secession that is felt since the election 
ot Lincoln existed many years previous to th.t 
election. These are not all the sins. There aie 
others. Remember when Van liuren, G- n. Tay- 
lor, and Cass, were Candida tea, Taylor was elec- 
ted. Tho Mack Republican pirlv then separated 
from the Demoe-mic party. Van Buien got 
400,000 votes. Four years roiled on, and 
other Presidential election was held. Hale wa 
nominated as a lilai k Republican candidate, lie 
got only 160 000 votes. In four years more, 
IWnOBI lieing the candidate rcc-dved 1,130,1100 
votes. Now this augmentation had a cai.se. 
Before the nomination of Fremont the abolition 
party had rapidly declined in strength and was 
dying of inanition. Fremont's popularity did not 
give it its increase. There were other and sufli- 
cient causes fcr it. The Missouri Compromise 
line was repealed, and the. Lecompton C- nstitu 
tion was forced upon the people of Kansas by 
vote of one sixth of hor people and against il 
remonstrance of the remaining live-sixths. Tbe-e 
two causes aggravated tho peeple of the fne 
States. 'Then the case of .Sumner who was eleci 
ed to the Senate of the I'nited States by Demo- 
crats, and Chase of Ohio elected by old VVh'g ai d 
DemeKt-raiic votes. Sumnsr made a most uutra- 
gous assault upon the institution of slavery, and 
it k- of South Carolina with a bludgeon beat 
him over the haul fur it on the tloor of the Senate 
chamber when ho was in a position that was per 
feptly defenceless. These cuses created the 
Ilia., k Republican party. Are not thesecoders 
themselves responsit le for the creation of that 
parte? If those causes exist now and e-onstii ute 
a good reason (sr seces-ii n, ought not the move to 
have be en made years ag- ? Why is the election 
o' Lincoln a ;ause for secession? One would sop- 
pose that all our rights were held at hissuffn 
ance, but how was it? There was a cl >ar maj 
ty against him of iwelvo votes in the Senate, and 
in the House of Represeutat ives enough bed boon 
chosen to show a majority against lie pedicy 
some seventeen vote-, and this m, jority could ai d 
would have been maintained, for fe-ur } ears. B> - 
sides this, Ihe Supreme Court was sgairst his 
icy. Thin whut power had he against the 
slave S'ates? 

All that was requisite to contra! him and over- 
turn and break down his policy and that of hi) 
administration, was for the Senators and Repre 
sentatives c»f the seceding States to remain in 
their se-ats. But instead of this they left their 
posts and proved themselves faithless to them- 
s Ives and to their country. They w ho appeal to 
you for secession have treacherously to you aban 
doned their places, and su' jected vou to the ten 
der mercies of the free States. 1 am reminded 
by their course of the labia of the two friends in d 
the bear, read by me as a school- boy in ihe spell ■ 
ing-book. Two friends were travelling together 
and were suddenly approached by a iiear. One, 
more active than tho other, climbed into a tree, 
the other tnrew himself on the ground and feigned 
death. Ihe bear ex. mined him closely and lef', 
unwilling to prey upon what ha took to he ti e 
hexly of a dead man; after he left, tru man from 
the tree inqaired of his companion what the bear 
said to him; who replied, hesaid this: Never trust 
a friend who would abandon you in the hour of 
danger. 'This, though a simple fable, is full o» 
-wisdom, and we may bo able to profit somewhat 
by its teachings. 

Here Mr. Davis went into a full and most con- 
clusive refutation of the right of secession, tak- 
ing a comprehensive view of the history of the 
fiovernment from its origiH in the first Union of 
the thirteen colonies to resist the oppress ve piin 
ciple of taxation without representation through 
the articles of confederation, to the Constitution 
of the I ni ed States, made by the /leo/ite. them 
selves to secure- a more perfect union. We regret 
we have not space to follow him in this argument, 
but it was one altogether worthy of his intellect. 
It was replete with strong and lucid argumenta- 
tion on Constitutional laiw, and reminded us i f 
the days of Webster. He then in eloquent aie! 
glowing terms dwelt for a fctv momenis on the 
benefits ar.d blessings of our happy form of 
Government, and deprecated in most bitter 
and scornlul terms the efforts b-ing made by 
demagogues nnd unprincipled! politicians for its 
overthrow. His conclusion, which responded *o 
the wooiugs of those who would li n e K-ntucly 
subordinate herself to South Carolina, and to the 
principles aud policy of the seceding gulf States, 
was the most powerful and eloquent part of his 
speech, ai.d we hesitate to mako even a synop- ; s 
Of it, because we know that we cannot do the 
subject the justice it do-erves. Ho showed, how - 
ever, that the constitution of South Carolina wa- 
hardly a Republican consritu ion, bv numerou.- 
quotations from the instrument, itstK, and that 
many of those who were most vehement in their 
desires to place themselves under her dig, would 
not have the right to vote if they were now in- 
habitants of that State.

His mule of applica- 
tion is, to take a piece of lint a little less in sue 
than the watch glass t > be used— which need not 
be more than two inches in diameter— putting it 
on the hollow side of the glass, pour on it a few 
drops of chloroform, sufficient to saturate it and 
then applying it at once to the part affected, keep 
ing the edges of the glass closely applied to the 
skin, by covering it with the hand, for the pur 
pose of keeping it in position, as well as of aseist 
ing the evaporation of the chloroform. This to 
be done from live to ten minutes, according to the 
amount of irritation wished for.

8\^Wc republish tho letter below from the 
Democrat of yesterday: 

Ei.i/.AUKTiiTowN, Ky . March 18. 1861. 
Sfetsrs. Harney^ f/ughit, A/ Co : 

Gentlemen: —To day ha* been a proud one for 
those in our ci tin ry who are not yet tired of sui 
ving for the Union. A large crowd had a— >m 
bled here, drawn out by our county court and the 
election for Judge of the Court of Appeal . 
Samuel Havcraft, our Senator, whose deep devo 
lion to the Union has endeared bim to our |>eop!c, 
made a short speech, which was listened to by 
the people with markul attention. 

Hon. John Young Brown was loudly called for 
when Mr. Havcraft took his scat. At the time 
he was not present, but being tent for he came, 
and was greeted on entering the courthouse by 
deafening applause, in which men of all former 
political aUitiations pirticipated, for the news bad 
already gone abroail that he was yet trila to the 
1'nion, and in favor of exhausting the last expe- 
dient for its perpetuity. 

He spoke only for a short time, but long enough 
to make his position clear and unmistakuble. He 
traced the hisiory of the country from the period 
of the Colonies up to the present time, also the 
histories of the political parlies of the ci tint ry. 
Hedwilt upon the sudden rise, ar.d present pow- 
er and altitude of the Republic ins. He con- 
demned, in bitter terms, their blind and wretched 
fanaticism. He reviewed the legislation of the 
last Congress and the inaugural of Mr. Lincoln. 
He said there were conflicting cams ructions of the 
address, but time wcult develop its meaning. 

Mr. Brown was fixedly opposed lo coercion 
against the seceded States, and hoped a wise and 
pacific policy would bo pursued, and the question 
of peace and war — upon which such stupendous 
interests depended — was to be decided by Mr. 
Lincain and his cabinet. As long as peac- v.as 
preserved there was hope. Hetrustiil that Sum 
ter and the other forts in the seceded States would 
baevacuted. and tha' would be a long step in the 
right direc'icm. Lincoln could no" send ships to 
collect the revenue until authorized by Congress 
to do so. 

Kentucky was the first-born of the Union, and 
was lo h to laave if. She had grown great ant 
jrosperous in it and under our constitution, at.d 
ler true policy was to maintain h*r present |e> i 
tion until, in the judgment of her p«i] 1 •, ii was 
necessary, in vindication of her Loior aid her 
hrs to change it. His opinion was, tint we 
ought to keej) covl and airuit erentj. He did ni-t, 
as some others, see in secei-sion a remedy f >r 
many of the ills we suffer, and if. M content d, 
wanna 1 1 finally have to withdraw from the Union, 
why be in haste? It was a serious mat'er, and 
hereafter, if we must, we can leave the Union as 
well as now. lie loved and trusted the people of 
bis State; they were brave and proud, and he 
felt assured they world submit to no lung that 
was dirhonorable; ar.d when tho lime came that 
they could no longer liave justice, secuii'y, ar.d 
eq'ialiry in tho Union, their action would be 
worthy of I heir history and their courage. 

He h iped it was true that the Republic in mem- 
bers of Congress had misrepresented their people. 
Many [it Insula from the North were praattttd to 
Congress praying for compromise. He wanted to 
hear from ihe people of the North, and see if they 
would not hurl the fanatic] from power and give 
us compromise, lie hoped they would ri*e in 
their majesty, and let tbeir voice be heard for 
)«ace and "concession. Tho Constitution and 
"nion were worth tho trial of an appeal lo them 
He thought we ought to stand firm, cool, and de- 
termined, holding our present position, until ne- 
cessity requireel us to change ii, and then see our 
way clearly before we lake any impor'ant step. 
He yielded to no citizen of the Commonwealth in 
loyalty to Kentucky, her honor and inst Put ions. 
Her will should be" tho law of his conduct, at.d 
whatever were her fortunes, good or bad, he ex- 
pected to share them. He closed by a reference 
our happiness, prosperity, power, and un- 
matched progress as a |ieople, expressing the hope 
that the future, though gloomy, had in store for 
us yet richer blessings than we bad enjoyed in 
Ihe* past. 

His speech was well received, mid I believe met 
the approval ion of nine tenths of the large audi- 
ence. If Mr. Brown is a candidate for re election 
be will get 2,000 out of Ibe two thousand five 
hundred votes of this count v against any sejtdsr 
in the district. After Mr. flrown had spoken, it 
was expected we would have another convention 
denioiislratirn, but as this is one of the count i> s 
where that wild scheme has but few frier.di, I pre-

Italian Gossip. — The New York Sun con- 
taint the following letter, dated Rome. Feb. 2:!d 

The impression that the French troo|is are to 
be spei 'lily withdrawn, is gaining ground every 
dav. The news we re-reive from France certainly 
points to this, though it is difficult to reconcile 
any such intention mi the part of Napoleon, wi.h 
the constant arrival of new tecruils for Ihe army 
of occupation here. The steamer of the 10th, in 
which I came, brought two or three huudred 
French soldiers, and I have heard of a still larger 
arrival within a few davs. 

The apprehension of difficulty here, and thedis- 
turbed condition of Itah generally, has interf-red 
very seriously with travel this year, which is a 
sad thing for a city so largely dependent o:i tran- 
sient visitors for its trade. Without commerce, 
wi-hout muntifncMires, what is Rome tod* with- 
out travelers? There are I am told Hot more than 
four or five thousand travelers, w hen it is usual 
to look for some forty or fifty thousand about this 
season. As was to be expected, Ihe rumber of 
Americans abroad is far Um Aa usual. They 
were lo lie met with in Italy if anywhere at tins 
season, and even heie the nnabar is very small 
We had a gatheringof our countrymen I isl even- 
ing, at the bouse of Ibe American Minister, Mr. 
Stockton, in honor of the birthday i f Washing- 
Ion. It was a simple evening reception, and the 
comparatively 6tnall number preseut tlwwed how 
few Americans we have in Rome 

The majority of the coflipany were from the 
North, most of the Southerners having returned 
before this to prepare, probably, for the formation 
of their new republic. Union men atmund every- 
where, the richest disunionist [ have vet met being. 
I am sorry to say, in office in our army, one Colonel 
Magruder. who' is traveling at the national ex- 
pense for the purpose of examining the fortifica- 
tions and armories of Europe.

The Terkitoimai. Qi estion. — W'e take 
the following art icle on this head from the 
National Intelligencer: 

During the canvass which preced-sd the last 
Presidential election, when four compel ing parties 
stoi d in presence of each other, and wheu the 
main p *int of difference between them related to 
the administration of the Territories, we frequently 
took occasion to say that, whichever ptrty might 
Irion ph in the psrson of its candidates, the p Hey 
represented bv the supporters of Bell and Everett 
was sure to p-evail; lor we felt confident that 
that palicv would commend itself to the good 
ense of the pe< pie under the an pices of any 
Administration. Pn p >sing to remit iliis question 
in the adjudication of climate and the laws of 
p pulation under the general law of the land as it 
now stands, the Constitutional Union pirtvdid 
not suffer itself to be distracted by nice discrim- 
inations with regard to the p iwer and duty of Con- 
gress where there w is no necessity for such dis 
criminations; ar.d just as little did it permit itself 
lo yield an implicit ndhesion to all the logical con- 
sequences of popular sovereignty as invoked by one 
branch of the Demrcri.cy for the solution of this 
difficulty. Holding the power of Congress over 
the I erritories lo be plenary, and in regard to the 
prohibition or establishment of si i very, difcre- 
tinary, according to the force of circumstances 
aud the regulation- of political equity, that party, 
in the person of its leaders and most distinguished 
xpo-itors, was equally adverse to the theore'ical 
dogmas of the Republican, the Breckinridge Dem- 
ocratic and Douglas Democratic organizations. 
For while the theory of Ihe Republican pnrtv de- 
manded Ihe prnhibithm of slav- ry in all tba Ter- 
ritories, and the theory tif the Breckinridge Dem- 
ocrats demanded tha protection of slavery in all 
he Territories, and the theory of the l)otiglus 
Democrats d.nied the rii/ht of Congress to I -gjs- 
tata derisively in the mat er at all, the friends of 
Bell and Everett proposed to deal with each Ter- 
ritory under this head according to the rule of 
political justice and the discretionary power of 
'Congress in the premises, having regard to the 
interests of the S-. it'h as well as of the North, ar.d 
of Ihe North as well as of tho South. 

It s-i happens that Conttrcss at its last session 
was called to organize three now Territories — 
Colorado. Nevada, and Dacotah. 

Colorado comprises a ponion of Kansas, Utah, 
d Nebraska, and lies le'ween the M8d and 
109:h degrees of west longitude, and the 87* and 
list degne< of latitude. It contains 100,000 
auare miles and a population of 86,000, 
Nevada lies between California a: d Utah on the 
east and west, and O.-egi 'ii aid New Mexico on 
the north and south. A portion of it is taken 
from California, provided tint State gives its as- 
sent. It includes the famous Carson Valley. 

Dacotah is hounded on the north by British 
America, east fry the States of Minnesota and 
owa, south and west by Nebraska. Its length 
from north to south is 450 miles, its average 
nadth is about 200 miles, and it has an area of 
0,000 .quire miles. It was formerly a part of 
the Territory of Minnesota, but was detached 
when that became a State. It is at present chief- 
ly inhabited by Indians. 

Od what principles are these Territories organ- 
ized? Certainly not on the distinctive principles 
he Republicin party, for neither of the acts 
contains any i>roliibi'ion of slavery. Certainly 
not on the dis iuctive principle of the Breckin- 
inridge Democracy, for neiiher contains ai.v 
clause /I'olectire of slave property. It ot lv re- 
mains to say, therefore, that the deei. ion of nil 
questions under this head has been very properly 
ignored by Congress, as relating to points of po 
litical subtlety ruber than of practical concern. 
Here, then, we h*ve a gorsl beginning made in 
disposing of the vexatious controversy which has 
long lieen so fruitlessly j lined over the common 
domain. And in this fact we have a striking 
proof in evidenco of tho inordinate importance 
attached to mere party platforms, which, wheth- 
er good or bad, are generally equally futile, since 
the practical administration of the Government 
is always determined by other consideralior-s thi n 
thor-e which form the basis of political appeal in 
the heats of an animated canvass As has b i n 
well said of them by rbe present enligh ened At- 
torney Genera], "they are commonly made in 
times of high excitement, under a pressure of 
circumstances, and with 'he view to conciliate 
present support, rather than to establish a per 
manent system of principles and iine of policy for 
the fu'ure good government of ihe country. " The 
Conventions which form Ihem are transient ii 
their nature; their power and influence are con- 
sulted in the using, leaving no continuing obli- 
gation upon I heir prospective parties And hence 
we need not wonder tint platfo-ms so niadoare 
hardly overacted upon in practice."

ii. lhai the clause submitted to Hie IVace Con 
gress in the original (iuthrie proposition, doming 
theri^ht of free negroes to vote for any a'l Fede- 
ral officers, we regard as essential to our peace 
and as a settlement of a disturbing and most 
dangerous question, and Ihat the right of transit 
with slaves through all the States and Territories 
b' to bo guaranteed by cor.siilutit.nal amend 
nients. 

7. Ibat Ihe Franklin proposition agreed upot> 
y tha Poj.ee Conference recently held iu Wash- 
ington, is regarded as a surrender of many of the 
rights we now have, and signally fails of a sel- 
tlement of our national difficulties.
